AN inquest into the death 
of a footballer has revealed 
that traces of cocaine had 
been found in his body. 

Timothy Spooner, 22, died 
in May 2008 after playing in 
an end-of-season football 
tournament at Blisworth 
Football Club. 

Initial investigation into 
his death revealed he had a 
larger heart than was nor¬ 
mally expected of someone 
of Mr Spooner’s age. 

It was also mentioned that 
cocaine was found in his 
urine. 

At an inquest held on 
Wednesday, Dr JF Notting¬ 
ham, a consultant Histo- 
pathologist at Northamp¬ 
ton General Hosptial said: “I 
felt Tim had a heart larger 
than normal, and sent some 
tissue to be tested. 

“A toxicologist found 
cocaine in his urine, but it is 
not certain when he took it. 

“Complications can cause 
some cardiac and heart 
attacks. 

“However, Tim probably 
did have a cardiac syn¬ 
drome and this may have 
been inherited, but the 
cocaine may also have trig¬ 
gered something in the 


heart that was already dam¬ 
aged.” 

Friend and fellow foot¬ 
baller Benjamin Davis said: 
“We were knocked out of 
the tournament and went 
back to the changing 
rooms. 

“I looked away and he was 
standing up, but as I turned 
back he was on the floor 
lying there not saying any¬ 
thing.” 

After putting him in the 
recovery position, Tim was 
taken to hospital, but was 
pronounced dead later that 
day. 

Tim’s father John Spooner 
said: “Tim was never in any 
trouble with the police, and 
I never knew of him taking 
drugs. He enjoyed playing 
football, loved life and life 
like to the full. When he left 
the house that day, he was 
happy 

“His death has had a mas¬ 
sive impact on our family 
and his two brothers. Six 
years ago, his mother died 
of cancer. 

“He was so young, fit, and 
full of life.” 

Coroner Mrs Pember said: 
“He died doing what he 
loved - playing football. His 
death was heart related, 
and he died of natural caus¬ 
es.”

Project launched to crack down on bullying 


AN ambitious plan to tackle bullying and pro¬ 
mote positive behaviour is set to launch next 
week. 

The Northamptonshire anti-bullying strategy 
aims to reduce bullying in all services used by 
children and young people. 

Launched by the Northamptonshire Children 
and Young People’s Partnership the strategy sets 
out how schools and other services will be able to 
sign up to an anti-bullying accreditation pro¬ 
gramme. 

The scheme will measure each services per¬ 
formance against bullying through the award of 
bronze, silver or gold standards. 

Cllr Andrew Grant, county council cabinet 
member for children and young people, said:“We 
need to recognise the devastating effects that bul¬ 
lying can have and ditch the idea that it’s just a 
normal part of the childhood experience or that a 
bit of teasing never hurt anyone. 

“We have a shared vision for Northamptonshire 
and that is for children to feel safe and free from 
any form of bullying behaviour.” 

Child actor and writer James Buckley will speak 
at the launch about his experience of bullying. 

Eleven-year-old James, who has starred in BBC’s

Robin Hood series, wrote a series of books in 
response to taunts and verbal bullying at school. 

He then devised an entire anti-bullying pro¬ 
gramme, entitled Look for Loneliness, and suc¬ 
cessfully bid for investment in an episode of 
Dragon’s Den. 

James said: “What is bullying? Many adults and 
children still think that bullying is just physical 
harm. They fail to realise that bullying is calling 
names, saying or writing nasty things, leaving 
children out of activities, not talking to someone 
or making threats.” 


Schools hit 
by swine flu 
outbreak

TWO more cases of 
swine flu have been 
confirmed at Caroline 
Chisholm School. 

Last week the school in 
Wootton Fields con¬ 
firmed a case of the dis¬ 
ease, saying the student 
was at home recovering. 

However, on Monday, 
two further cases of the 
virus were confirmed, 
though the school are 
not linking the two. 

Caroline Chisholm has 
remained open since 
the outbreak. 

A letter from principal 
Tony Downing said: ‘As 
you know a child was 
diagnosed with this last 
week. 

‘The child has now 
fully recovered and 
returned to school. 

‘Currently two other 
children are now at 
home recovering from 
the disease. 


‘However, the children 
concerned are of differ¬ 
ent ages and are in dif¬ 
ferent parts of the 
school so we don’t think 
these cases are connect¬ 
ed with each other. 

‘The school is follow¬ 
ing the Health Protec¬ 
tion Agency advice and 
remaining open. 

‘The thinking behind 
this is that, with only a 
small number of cases 
here, the children are as 
safe here as anywhere 
else. 

‘Shops, youth clubs, 
bus stations, cinemas, 
libraries etc are all 
remaining open and 
parents continue to go 
to work. 

‘So children would 
only be less likely to 


catch the infection by 
staying away from 
school, if they also 
remain in the house and 
their parents refrain 
from mixing with others 
- because the infection 
is now widespread in the 
community. 

‘If the number of chil¬ 
dren diagnosed with 
swine flu escalates con¬ 
siderably, or if there are 
a number of cases in the 
same year group, then 
we will re-consider the 
decisions made. 

‘The only other reason 
to close school would be 
if a large number of staff 
were ill with swine flu.’ 

The school is advising 
that: 

‘If your child is ill, or 
showing symptoms, 


keep them at home, 
don’t send them to 
school. 

‘If your child is diag¬ 
nosed with swine flu, 
contact the school as 
soon as possible.’ 

■ A child from 
Stimpson Primary Sch¬ 
ool has also been diag¬ 
nosed with the virus. 

But headmistress Iris 
McBrearty said every¬ 
thing at the school is 
continuing as normal 
and children even spent 
yesterday celebrating 
Bastille Day. 

She said: “The child is 
progressing well. 

“This was not a severe 
case and I am sure more 
children from quite a lot 
of schools will get this.” 


Bid to help those who have dementia 


A NEW service for dementia suf¬ 
ferers will now be made possible 
following a Government grant. 

A successful bid by Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council and 
NHS Northamptonshire for 
£173,000 of Government funding 
has been granted over two years. 

The service, called Tackling 
Dementia Together, will improve 
information, support and advice 
for people affected by the illness 
from the point that it is diag¬ 
nosed. 

The service will see people with 
dementia receive support from 
the referral stage - whether from a 
GP, hospital, family, service 


provider, social services or the 
voluntary sector - through to spe¬ 
cialist services and longer-term 
support. 

It will also have a particular 
focus on the needs of people 
affected by dementia in rural 
areas and black and minority eth¬ 
nic communities. 

Portfolio holder for health and 
adult social services, Cllr Robin 
Brown said: “Dementia is an in¬ 
creasing challenge for heath and 
care services locally and national¬ 
ly and research has shown that all 
too often it goes undiagnosed 
and that many people do not 
receive the support they need. 


“We recognise that there is a 
great deal of work for us to do, 
thanks to this successful funding 
bid and by working in partner¬ 
ship with NHS Northamptonshire 
and the voluntary and communi¬ 
ty sector, we will be more able to 
make some positive changes and 
make the county proud of the 
services it provides to people with 
dementia.” 

Pat McCarthy, associate director 
at NHS Northamptonshire said: 
“We are pleased to have secured 
this funding as it is one important 
element of our plans to improve 
service for people with dementia 
and their families.” 
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Sheltered housing 
prompts a review

AN urgent review of sheltered 
housing has been launched due 
to the lack of personal contact 
received by vulnerable residents 
in the town. 

Northampton Borough Council 
agreed a motion put forward by 
leader of the Conservative 
Group, Cllr David Palethorpe on 
Monday. 

It said: ‘This council notes the 
concerns of many local residents 
in Northampton about the 
Sheltered Housing system and 
the lack of personal contact they 
receive under the ‘floating sup¬ 
port’ scheme, and believes it was 
a mistake by the Government to 
take Sheltered Housing out of the 
Housing Benefit budget, leaving 
Sheltered Housing within the 
underfunded Supporting People 
budget, and making it difficult 
for district councils to manage.’ 

The motion also called on bor¬ 
ough council chief executive 
David Kennedy to instigate a 
review of the system. 

It was revealed during the 
meeting that the number of war¬ 


dens in the area had dropped 
from 52 in December 2007 to 38 
now. 

Liberal Democrat Council 
leader Cllr Tony Woods said: “We 
need to make some changes to 
help the 15 per cent of residents 
who are not satisfied with the 
level of support they receive, 
they are more important than 
the 85 per cent who are satisfied. 

“However, we must remember 
that the wardens are not helpers, 
carers or personal shoppers, and 
it would be wrong for them to 
overstep their roles when there 
are other people there to do that 
job.” 

Labour leader Cllr Keith Davies 
said: “This is very important for 
vulnerable people in Northamp¬ 
ton. However, it must be a joint 
review with the county council. 

“We must have this review to 
protect vulnerable people, and it 
needs to be a major report to 
protect the people in our coun¬ 
ty-” 

Independent councillor, Cllr 
Tony Clarke said: “We, as 
Northampton Borough Council, 
have a duty to the people who 
need us. Let’s review these serv¬ 



ices and help the most vulnera¬ 
ble people in our county.” 

The motion was passed unani¬ 
mously. 

Speaking after the meeting, Cllr 
Palethorpe added: “I am glad the 
administration has bowed to 
public pressure and accepted 
that a review must take place. 

“The review must now be con¬ 
ducted as a priority, and I would 
urge residents to keep putting 
pressure on the administration 
until they abandon this danger¬ 
ous system.”

A WORN, tatty and dishevelled 
sofa, left in a shed for nearly 30 
years has attracted internation¬ 
al attention - because it 
belonged to one of Britain’s 
greatest leaders. 

JP Humberts Auctioneers in 
Towcester will put up the sofa, 
formerly owned by Winston 
Churchill, at their last sale of the 
season next week. 

The discovery was made when 
owner Jonathan Humbert was 
helping clear a rectory with the 
brother of the owner who had 
recently died.

He said: “We have had calls

I 
have also been asked whether 
£1,000 would secure the lot but 
it is simply worth what people 
will pay for it.”

I would emigrate tomorrow if I 
was a younger man, with money. 

Consider yourself fortunate that 
you only visit Northampton occa¬ 
sionally Mr West. 

Maybe the answer is for your chil¬ 
dren to move to France also, but 
obviously I don’t know their per¬ 
sonal status. 

I too have no faith whatsoever in 
the police of this town. 

I had criminal damage to my 
house on five occasions, a few 
years ago, costing me a small for¬ 
tune in insurance excesses, not to 
mention the effort and stress to put 
things right. 

Nobody was ever prosecuted, for 
all I know they still roam the streets 
around here, free as birds, laughing 


at our ‘law enforcers’, by whom I 
was never informed of any out¬ 
comes of the crimes, after my 
series of enquires, notwithstanding 
my complaints to several depart¬ 
ments at the top, including The 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission. 

Help from local ‘agencies’ was 
non existent too, I was virtually on 
my own.

placeable items. 

Once again the cops didn’t want 
to know.

So now if there is problem, such 
as motorbikes ridden on public 


footpaths late at night I don’t both¬ 
er with reporting it, because I know 
it is a complete and utter waste of 
my time. 

Just what the police want, to keep 
the paperwork down? 

I now escape this country tem¬ 
porarily, as often as my limited 
finances allow. 

In Eastern Europe for instance, I 
don’t see disfunctional, rude adults 
and kids on public transport. 

Furthermore, I don’t feel as a 
stranger there, as I do in my own 
country. 

I just hope my new burglar alarm 
is a deterrent when I’m away from 
home. 

The police certainly aren’t. 

I never see an officer here, but go 
at night-time to the town centre, at 
a weekend, you will see scores of 
them, monitoring the drunks, in 
Bridge Street.

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Community groups 
cash windfall boost

MORE than £40,000 has been 
injected into five community 
groups in Northamptonshire. 

The West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
(WNDC) has used money from 
its Stronger Communities Fund 
to ensure cultural and sporting 
facilities continue to make a dif¬ 
ference in people’s lives. 

A total of £42,495 has been 
invested in Northampton Arts 
Collective, the Daventry Vol¬ 
unteer Centre, Norton Village 
Community Association, Tow- 
cestrians Sports Club and the 
Yardley Gobion Recreation 
Centre. 

Towcestrians Sports Club has 
been awarded £4,000 for a triple 
bladed ride-on mower to keep 


the sports field at an acceptable 
standard. 

The senior cricket and rugby 
teams and also 500 juniors, who 
play in the seven to eighteen year 
old groups, use the grounds 
extensively throughout the year 
for training sessions and match¬ 
es. 

John Woolley, from Towcestri¬ 
ans Sports Club, said: “All at the 
club are very pleased indeed to 
be awarded a grant from WNDC 
towards the purchase of a new 
mower. 

“Maintaining the playing sur¬ 
face, to league standards, for 
cricket, senior rugby and junior 
rugby is always a challenge and 
will be considerably easier with a 
good quality mower.” 

John Markham, WNDC chair, 
said: “The more groups we assist, 
the more delighted I am that 


WNDC started the Stronger 
Communities Fund, especially 
because we are now seeing the 
results of some completed proj¬ 
ects. Capital funding can some¬ 
times be difficult for groups to 
acquire so we want to continue 
encouraging groups in need to 
apply for funds. 

“Applications could be made to 
purchase equipment, like the 
Towcestrians Sports Club did for 
a ride-on mower.” 

Almost a quarter of a million 
pounds has been awarded to 
groups since the £750,000 
Stronger Communities Fund 
began in September 2008 and it 
will continue until March 2011. 

Any not-for-profit, voluntary or 
community group operating in 
and around Northampton, 
Daventry and Towcester can 
apply.

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Police need figures to improve in two years 


CONFIDENCE needs to 
increase by nearly 15 per cent 
in the next two years to meet 
Government targets. 

By the end of March 2012, 
more than 58 per cent of the 
public should have confidence 
in the police and local authori¬ 
ty in how they deal with crime 
and anti-social behaviour. 

However, the latest figures 
show a 44 per cent confidence 
level, which has increased by 


2.9 per cent in the last three 
months. The increase means 
Northamptonshire Police has 
moved from 37 to 33 in the 
confidence league table, made 
up of 43 forces. 

Temporary Chief Constable 
Davina Logan presented the 
report to a meeting of the 
Police Authority’s Equalities 
and Engagement Committee. 

She said: “The increase is very 
welcome and expectations 


have now been raised signifi¬ 
cantly within the organisation 
through a series of confidence 
seminars, which proved to be 
very successful. I hope the 
expectation of staff and part¬ 
ners will be met and lead to 
further appetite for change. 

“But we need to work hard on 
meeting the commitments laid 
down by the Policing Pledge as 
failure to do so could damage 
public confidence.” 


Corsican challenge 
is tribute to Kerry

TWO friends have returned 
from their challenge of a life¬ 
time to keep the memory of a 
three-year-old alive. 

Kevin Dupont, 37, and Kieron 
Doyle, 46, from Towcester com¬ 
pleted their mission to trek the 
GR20 the long distance footpath 
through the Corsican mountains 
in the memory of Kevin’s daugh¬ 
ter Kerry, who died two years ago 
from the rare brain condition 
Metachromatic Leukodystrophy. 

Kerry spent her last few days at 
Helen and Douglas House 
Children’s Hospice, and Kevin 
and Kieron decided to raise 
money from their challenge for 
the charity. 

Kevin said: “We finished it in 11 
days and Kieron left about a 
stone in weight (7 kilos) in blood, 
sweat and tears dispersed along 
the trail. 

“It’s a remarkable trail in that it 
starts and ends in small villages 
and in between it only passes 
through one other small town. 

“Our longest day was a mam¬ 


moth 14 hours, after which we 
had barely enough energy to 
pitch the tent. Most days we were 
up at 4.30am for a 5am start at 
first light. 

“The temperature rose quickly 
and by 9.30am most days it was 
getting towards 30°c, so it was 
important to get as much walk¬ 
ing done as possible in the cool¬ 
er hours. 


“On the north side of the island, 
the trail is very physical - official¬ 
ly classified as either steep or 
very steep though unofficially we 
had our own terms for them.”

Taking a closer look at the use of day services 


ONE of the most exten¬ 
sive consultation exer¬ 
cises ever carried out by 
Northamptonshire 
County Council is tak¬ 
ing an important step 
forward this week. 

Currently, 789 people 
with learning disabili¬ 
ties in Northampton¬ 
shire use what have tra¬ 
ditionally been known 
as day services. 

Some people use serv¬ 
ices provided by the 
council, others use vol¬ 
untary and independ¬ 
ent providers and some 
people use both. 

During the past 18 
months, an extensive 
consultation project 
has been carried out by 
the county council 
which has included 
talking to hundreds of 
people with learning 
disabilities about what 
they want for the future. 

Cllr Robin Brown, 


cabinet member for 
health and adult social 
services said: “We 
believe that people with 
learning disabilities 
deserve and are entitled 
to the same aspirations 
and life chances as 
other people. 

“There are some good 
quality services in 
Northamptonshire but 
through the work we 
have being doing over 
the past 18 months to 
speak to everyone 
involved, we know that 
the existing services are 
not suitable for every¬ 
one. 

“This is because the 
services do not always 
allow people with 
learning disabilities to 
do what they really 
want to do as individu¬ 
als, at the time they 
want and with the peo¬ 
ple they want to be 
with.” 


The consultation work 
will continue this week 
with the publication the 
‘Developing Commun¬ 
ity Lives’ strategy. 

This document sets 
out the results of the 
consultation so far and 
aims to find out 
whether the people 
most affected agree that 
the suggestions being 
put forward are in the 
right direction and 
properly reflect what 
they have said during 
the consultation. 

Cllr Brown said: “The 
report being shared this 
week puts forward 
some suggestions on 
how people with learn¬ 
ing disabilities can have 
more choice on how 
they access support in 
the future and how this 
will affect existing serv¬ 
ices. We know that 
some people will feel 
very anxious about the 


prospect of change and 
so it’s important to 
emphasise that we will 
continue to support 
customers until new 
services are in place. 

“This isn’t about tak¬ 
ing away services, but 
about giving people 
more choice about the 
services they access and 
ensuring the right sup¬ 
port is in place to help 
them be more inde¬ 
pendent.” 

A series of meetings 
will take place over a 
series of weeks to dis¬ 
cuss the contents of the 
strategy and get further 
feedback about the 
plans. 

The results of the 
feedback will then be 
presented to the learn¬ 
ing disability partner¬ 
ship board before the 
final plan is considered 
by the council’s cabinet 
in November.

THE Tina Turner classic ‘Steamy Windows' is 
all about passion, but it’s a rather different 
sort of passion that drives the team at T&K 
Home Improvements forward. 

The Wellingborough based windows and con¬ 
servatory experts have been operating for more 
than thirty years - and sales and marketing 
manager Craig Johnson says part of the success 
story comes down to his staff’s love of their 
jobs.

Embracing new way of life 


GETTING healthy was just a small 
part of the experience for eight- 
year-old Molly lones when she 
took part in a MEND class. 

The ‘Mind, Exercise, Nutrition & 
Do it!’ (MEND) programme is a 
way of encouraging children and 
young people to get more healthy 
and active. 

Molly attended the classes with 
her mum Lucy, who said it was a 
fantastic experience for her 
daughter. 

Lucy said: “Molly was 101b over 
weight, which is not a lot. The 
class was really good for Molly. 
She was so shy when she first 
went, but it built up her confi¬ 


dence. It tells children that exer¬ 
cise can be fun, and the guys who 
took the classes were brilliant. 

“While the children were off 
doing activities, parents were told 
about how much fat and sugar 
was in food. lust because some¬ 
thing is low fat, doesn’t mean it is 
low in sugar. 

“Since the course finished, 
Molly has joined a gym and goes 
there once or twice a week and 
goes to football training and has 
lost five pounds. 

“It has been great for Molly’s 
confidence, she recognised peo¬ 
ple from school and has made 
new friends.” 



Tim has taken to two wheels 


FOR Tim Ansell it was a health 
check at work that prompted him 
get on his bike and start losing 
weight. 

As Housing Manager at 
Northampton Borough Council, 
Tim spends much of his day 
behind a desk, and although he 
had always been quite fit, the 
results from the tests gave him a 
wake-up call. 

He said: “The results came back 
and I had high blood pressure and 
I was obese. It was a real shock. I 
have always carried a bit of weight, 
but I have always been relatively 
fit. 

“I am in my mid-40s so I thought 
it was time to do something. I took 


part in the 10 Per Cent Challenge, 
where people are challenged to 
lose ten per cent of their body fat.” 

Since embarking on the chal¬ 
lenge 11 weeks ago, Tim has lost 
9.9kg (221b) which is just under 
half the 501b target he has set. 

He said: “I have not dieted, but it 
is more of a lifestyle change, eating 
healthy meals three times a day, 
with nothing in between. 

“I am also cycling seven miles a 
day before work, and 15 miles at 
least four nights per week. 

“I am just starting to get compli¬ 
ments about how I look.

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Officers 
swoop 
on sham 
wedding

A WEDDING ceremony was unexpect¬ 
edly put to an end when the bride, 
groom and best man were arrested. 

Acting on intelligence, officers from 
Northamptonshire Police, including an 
officer seconded to the UK Border 
Agency, swooped on a church in Great 
Billing just before the bride and groom 
were due to walk up the aisle. 

The groom, from Portugal, and his 
bride, from Nigeria, were arrested on 
suspicion of facilitating a sham marriage 
along with the best man, also from 
Nigeria. 

A witness at the ceremony, also from 
Nigeria, was also arrested as he was 
found to be an illegal entrant to the UK. 

The groom, his bride and the best man 
were questioned before being bailed 
pending further police enquiries. 

When questioned, the bride and groom 
admitted they could not understand 
each other’s languages but said they 
communicated by sign language. The 
bride was six and a half months preg¬ 
nant. 

The witness to the wedding ceremony 
was taken into immigration detention 
where he will remain until he is removed 
from the UK in the next few days. 

Gail Adams, UK Border Agency region¬ 
al director, said: “We will not tolerate 
immigration abuse and will punish 
those who break the immigration laws. 

“Over recent years we have clamped 
down on sham marriages introducing 
Certificates of Approval, family permits 
and encouraged registrars to highlight 
suspicious cases. 

“That’s why suspected sham marriages 
fell from over 3,500 in 2004 to under 400 
in 2008. 

“Under the tougher rules, anyone now 
trying to play the system can expect to 
face imprisonment for up to a maximum 
of seven years and/or a fine. 

“It is a criminal offence to be in the UK 
through deception and we will fully 
investigate any allegations that are 
passed to us.”

Historic blast from the 


^ THOUSANDS of people head to Kelmarsh 
Hr every year for its popular Festival of History 
K event. 

■ Reporter TOBY LOCK went behind the 
* scenes ahead of the day to experience what 
the re-enactments are like. 


IT is not often that the oppor¬ 
tunity comes in this job to roll 
around in a field and play sol¬ 
dier. 

However, with the Kelmarsh 
Festival of History taking place 
next weekend, I was invited to 
take part in a few challenges. 

The Kelmarsh Festival of 
History is the largest of its kind 
in the whole of Europe. It 
attracts around 2,500 people 
each day, with more than 1,000 


re-enactors marching out of 
history to take part in 50 shows. 

I was initially quite reserved 
about taking part in this warm¬ 
up event, marching like a 
Roman, and a Second World 
War assault course did not 
sound like a walk in the park. 

I met Mark 'Griff’ Griffin and 
Jeff Baker from Griffin 
Historical who were already 
dressed up as Henry VIII and a 
Roman Gladiator trainer, and 


we began. Screaming Latin 
phrases at me, I did my best 
not to look utterly confused in 
front of Griff, despite being 
told their meanings just 30 sec¬ 
onds earlier. Soon enough 
though, we were marching 
around the field, armed with a 
Roman spear, like a well-oiled 
troop that Caesar himself 
would have been proud to call 
his own, sort of. 

A quick costume change, and 
Griff returned as a Second 
World War drill sergeant ready 
for some more modern re¬ 
enactment. 

Lying ahead of me were 
fences, barriers, heavy cargo 
nets and a dangerous barb¬ 
wire mesh, with grenades 
hanging from it but there was a 
gun to fire at the end so I was a 
bit more enthusiastic about 


making a fool out of myself. 
The enthusiasm shown in each 
of the scenarios by Griff and 
Jeff, as well as their incredible 
historical knowledge, made it 
easy to see why so many peo¬ 
ple go to the festival. 

With so many different eras 
being played out by re-enac¬ 
tors, there will be something 
for everyone, both young and 
old. 

My afternoon ended with a 
lesson in Tudor archery. The 
first few arrows fell pitifully 
close to my own feet before 
getting to grips with the bow, 
and although I hit only one tar¬ 
get, and got minor rope burn 
on my wrist, I walked away 
with my head held high, like a 
noble Roman soldier, which 
would have looked very 
strange in Tudor times.

SEVEN new recruits will 
be joining the ranks of the 
county’s fire service after 
successfully completing 
their basic training. 

The new firefighters will 
be based at stations 
across the county and 
their training and devel¬ 
opment will continue 
over the next two to three 
years as they apply their 
skills in the community 
and learn the technical 


aspects of their role in 
more detail. They will also 
take part in several 
assessments. 

Chief fire officer Martyn 
Emberson said: “Our new 
recruits have already 
completed a period of 
intensive training which 
will continue over the 
next few years as they 
work towards becoming a 
fully-qualified firefight- 


CARD readers have been sent to police sta¬ 
tions in the county to help check for cloned 
or counterfeit ones in quick time. 

The state-of-the-art technology is helping 
the Force crack down on people who com¬ 
mit credit and debit card fraud. 

As well as having them at the stations, ten 
have been given to road policing teams 
across the county so that officers can check 
the cards they find on suspects when they 
are out and about. 

When a card is swiped through the 
machine, users will be able to compare the 


data on the card reader to the printed or 
embossed details on the plastic card to see 
if it matches. 

According to police, the majority of recov¬ 
ered cloned cards are phone top up cards 
and gift cards. But any card with a magnet¬ 
ic strip is capable of being used to carry 
payment card details. 

Once a card is believed to be counterfeit, 
police can state which bank holds the gen¬ 
uine account concerned. An alert will then 
be sent out to the relevant banks warning 
them of the compromise on the card.

Grass 

blaze 

alert

GRASS fires are not a laugh and can 
have dire consequences. 

This is the warning being issued by 
Shaun Johnson from the county’s Arson 
Task Force team. 

The Northants Arson Task Force (ATF) 
is a partnership between 
Northamptonshire County Council, the 
Fire and Rescue Service and 
Northamptonshire Police and it aims to 
combat arson in the county. 

The team consists of two fire officers 
and a police constable and they are well 
aware of the dangers which can result 
from grass fires which are either set 
alight deliberately or from someone 
discarding a lit cigarette. 

Shaun Johnson from the Arson Task 
Force said: “There are a number of 
issues as the weather warms up like it 
did recently to 30 degrees centigrade. 

“Grass fires are set alight deliberately 
and can have an impact on the farming 
community, housing and in extreme 
measures can endanger life. 

“These (grass fires) can be seen as a 
laugh by people but they can have dire 
consequences. 

“Once the wind grabs hold of a fire it 
will go anywhere and can cause serious 
consequences. 

“These types of fires can be created by 
negligent action from lighted material 
getting away from a bonfire or from a 
discarded cigarette. 

“What I will say is during the summer 
months these incidents do go up and 
can result from anti-social behaviour 
and negligence.” 

Mr Johnson said The Arson Task Force 
does engage with young people from all 
walks of life and speaks to those facing 
exclusion from school and those who 
are in the criminal justice system. 

He said: “We are very much intelli¬ 
gence driven so if there is a problem in 
an area we will engage with the com¬ 
munity and try and reduce the threat. 

“With things warming up we are look¬ 
ing at asking people to be more vigi¬ 
lant.” 

He added he felt firefighters do a 
tremendous job and the issue for him 
was any fire has the potential to create 
a far bigger problem.

IF Harry Potter and the 
Half-Blood Prince is the 
calm before the storm 
then the finale should be 
something magical. 

Brit director David Yates 
does an admirable job of 
piecing together J K 
Rowling’s sixth install¬ 
ment and throws a curve- 
ball by providing as much 
teenage angst and rom¬ 
ance as he does action. 
Harry Potter: The Love 
Story if you will. 

That fortunately isn’t a 
bad thing as he provides 
more of a human element 
and darker-edge which 
makes it an intriguing, if 
sometimes muddled, 
stand-alone movie in its 
own right and a worthy 
addition to the Harry 
Potter canon. 

With Harry (Daniel 
Radcliffe) still mourning 
the death of Sirius Black, 
Voldemort tightens his 
grip on the Muggles seen 


by an opening attack by 
Death Eaters on London’s 
Millennium Bridge and 
Wizarding worlds. 

Dumbledore (Michael 
Gambon) and Harry enlist 
the help of new Potions 
professor Horace Slug- 
horn (played by Jim 
Broadbent with his usual 
brilliance) to help unlock 
some of Voldemort’s 
secrets as the inevitable 
final battle looms ever 
closer. 

Even the largely redun¬ 
dant Draco Malfoy (Tom 
Felton) gets a chance to 
spread his wings as he’s 
tempted to the dark side, 
inspired by the likes of the 
returning Bellatrix Lest- 
range (Helena Bonham 
Carter), and the debuting 
but woefully underused 
werewolf Fenrir Grey- 
back. 

But all death-eatery 
pales in comparison to 
the raging hormones of 
Harry and a blossoming 
Ginny Weasley, and 
Hermione (Emma 

Watson) slowly coming to 
terms with her feelings 


towards dozy unsuspect¬ 
ing Ron (Rupert Grint) 
who gets his rare moment 
of glory in a Quidditch 
match. 

The romantic sub-plots 
which eats up a lot of the 
surprisingly brisk two and 
a half hours run-time 
adds a welcomed deeper 
character insight that 
empathising teenage fans 
will undoubtedly embr¬ 
ace, but may prove 
tedious for casual cine¬ 
ma-goers looking for 
more action. 

Fortunately Yates puts 
sentimentality on the 
backburner by making 
the final third of the film 
one of the best in the 
series, leaving this prince 
with his glass half full 
instead of half empty and 
adding an extra mark to 
the rating. 

More importantly, after 
six films Harry still has the 
magical touch and will 
surely leave fans with 
their appetites truly whet¬ 
ted for the Deathly 
Hallows double-header.

THE final year of the NatWest 
Pro40 gets underway this week 
for Northants as they look to 
avoid the ignominy of last year.
